.. @ conference lasting. well into the night, Mustapha Kemal Pasha 
decided ‘to meet the Allies for-a preliminary conference early next 
week to: diseuss terms for an armistice and to prepare fora further © 
meeting at Venice to decide Near Eastern questions. 

A.note dispatched to the Allies: reads: 

“The Government of the Grand National Assembly at Angora 
accepts with pleasure the wishes expressed’ in the allied note under 
‘the following conditions: That Constantinople and alt Eastern and 
Western Thrace he ceded at once to the Nationalist Government. It 
accepts with contentment an interview with the Allies at Mudania to 
prepare the scope of future ‘conferences. 

“These conditions are transferred under the reservation that 
they myst be ratified by the Grand National Assembly.” 
The Kemal Cabinet will return to Angora tomorrow morning.

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GREEK REBELS SEIZE 
DEPOSED OFFICIALS 


New Regime Will Place Them

PREPARE FOR AN ELECTION 


Provisional Committee Selects 
Cabinet — Constantine and 
Family to Be Removed. 


ATHENS; Sept: 29-( Associated Press). 
—Several high personages connected 
with former Greek Governménts have 


been arrested, the allegation béing imdde | ¢f, 


that they aré. résponsible for .the cam- 
pdign in Asia’ Minor and for political 
acts against the interests of Greece. 
The officiais now/in powér -say* thesé 
persons will bée tried in the régular 
courts on the charge of treason.’ 

The foreign diplomats, including the 
representatives of Great Britain, France, 
Sweden and Holland, as a body received 
the Revolutionary Committee today and 
expressed satisfaction that rumors to 
the éffect that these personages were to 
be executed yesterday; after. a summary 
military trial\.had proved untrue. The 
diplomats were assured that the prison- 
ers would have regular trials. 

The morning. ncwspapers report that 
ex-King Constantine will leave. Athens 
on a vessel to be provided by the Gov- 
ernment and that.all conveniences will 
be arranged. for the royal family. The 


newspapers _decifre the Revolutionary. 


Committee informed - Constantine that 
he must arrange for his departure as 
soon as possible. 

Committee Selects a Cabinet. 

After an all-night session, the Revo- 
lutionary Committee decided ‘to submit 
to King George the names of a Cabinet 
with Alexander Zaimis as Premier and 
M. Politis as Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. M. Politis held: the Foreign port- 
folic under ex-Premier Venizelos. 

As Minister of War the committee 
selected General Charalambis, and as 
Minister of «the Navy, Admiral Papa- 
christou.: Both these officers were re- 
moved from the active Ast by recent 
governments, : 

Others named for’Cabinet places were 
Alexander Diorede, active-leader of the 
Venizelist Party, and MM. Doxiadis, 
Calligas and Canellofiukis, former High 
Commissioner at Constantinople. 

General elections probably will.be pro- 
claimed next week. 

The Greek Army in Thrace has defi- 
nitely joined the revdélution. The army 
corps in the Epirus aiso has thrown in 
its lot with the revolutionists. 

An official communication issued - by 
General Polymenakos, commanding the 
Greek Army in. Thrace, says: 

‘In violation of the neutral zone, the 
enemy army Wednesday” entered the 
Strandja district, occupied the village of 
Safalalan and massacred eleven of the 
Greek garrison. In. a counter-attack 
Thursday we ejected the enemy, who 
was . pursued, leaving an officer end 
twenty-five soldiers killed. ae ix

MRS. MILLSS SLAYER 
CUT HER THROAT 


Autopsy Also Shows THat She 
- Was Shot Three Times 
in-Head. 


GOV. EDWARDS AROUSED 


Tells Slain Woman's Daughter 


He Will “‘ Leave No Stofe 
Unturned.” 


An .autopsy on the body Of Mrs. 
Bleanor R.. Milla in Néw Brunswick, N, 
J, yesterdéy, showed that the woman's 
roat had been cut with a knife or a 
frazor, and that she had been shot three 
times in the head when she and the 
Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall were killed 
together two. weeks ago last Thursday 
night. Following this discovery, Dr. 
William H. Long, Courty Physician. of 
Somerset County, who had announced 
that Mrs. Mills had been shot only once 
and had said nothing about. her throat 
being cut, admitted that he had néver 
performed a regular autopsy, but had 
merely made a superficial examination. 
The autopsy yesterday was performed 
by Dr. Runkle F. Hageman of Somer- 
ville and Dr. A. L. Smith of New Bruns- 
wick, representing Prosecutors A. M. 
Beekman of Somerset County and Joseph 
E. Stricker of Middlesex County, re- 
spectively. These’ doctors reported to 
the prosecutors that the position of the 
bullet holes in the woman's head did 
away with the possibility of. murder and 
suicide or a suicide agreement—a theory 
that some of the authorities have held 
in spite of the failure to find a Pistol at 
the place where the bodies were found. 
One of the bullets entered the wo- 
man’s forehead about two inches above 
the ‘nose, another ploughed through the 
right cheek and the third Pierced the 
Tight temple. Her jugular vein, the 
carotid. artery ' and — the oesophagus 
were severed oy the knife or razor, 
which made ‘“‘a necklace incision ”’ 
across the throat. 'The- bullets found 
in the head were from a -82-calibre 
automatic pistol, such as wowld fit the 
three empty shells found with the bodies. 
Governor Takes a Hand. 
Governor Edward I. Bdwards of New 
Jersey, who was brought into the case 
by an appeal for help addressed to him 
the other day by Charlotte Milis, fif- 
teen-year-old daughter of the- murdered 
woman, said last night. that “ things 
would move" as the result of the 
autopsy performed yesterday. Gov. Ed- 
wards announced that he had communi- 
cated with Prosecutors Beekman and 
Stricker:and said he expected that ‘there 
would be closer. co-operation between

|Referee Gleason Sustains Wife: 


and Finds Husband Guilty 
of Misconduct: 


|NAMES FLORENCE LEEDS

No Proof of. Intimacy Between 
Mrs. Stillman and.Indian Guide 
— Banker Prepares Appeal. 


Referee Daniel J. Gleason filed his \re- 
port yesterday in the suit of James 
A. Stillman, former President of -hte 
National City Bank, for divorce from 
Anne Urquhart. Stillman. The case has 
been in the courts for two years and 
three months. ‘The referee’s findings 
are: 

That Mrs. Stillman was innocent of all 
charges of misconduct. with the half- 
breed guide, Fred Beauvais. 

‘ That Guy Stillman was legitimate and 
entitled to a one-fourth share in his 
grandfather’s $6,000,000 trust fund. 

That James A. Stillman had been 
guilty of misconduct: with Florence 

former chorus girl, and was the 
fath@ of her two children, one dead. 

The report sustained all the allegations 
made by Mrs. Stillman in: her affirma- 
tive defense, save the charges that Mr. 
Stillman had been intimate with ‘‘Helen”’ 
end Clare,” and found that Stitiman’s 
allegations against the wife had not 
been substantiated on a single point. 

Counsel for Mr. Stillman received the 

adverse verdict.with cone 
tence=“ I° dor’t think .60°"—titteréd By 
Cornelius J. Sullivan, chief of the bank- 
er's legal staff, when he was asked if 
he had anything to say on the decision. 


Will. Move to: Have Decision*Sét Aside, 


Despite their sflence, it was under- 
stood that they had resolved on a 
strenuous fight to have the decision 
set aside. Within the next few days, 
when Mrs. Stillman moves to have Su- 
preme Court Justice Morschauser con- 
firm the referee’s judgment, Mr. Still- 
man's lawyers will, move to have it’ re- 
jected. Failing in this they will carry 
an appeal to the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court in Brooklyn. 

Tentatively the fight to set aside the 
decision is scheduled for a week from 
today at Poughkecpsie before Justice 
Morschauser. John B. Mack, guardian 
ad litem for Guy, asked the Judge yes- 
terday t® hear a motion to confirm the 
verdict on that date. ‘Through his 
associates, William Rand and Outer- 
bridge Horsey, Mr. Sullivan at the same 
time asked that the motion be argued 
before Supreme Court Justice Arthur 
Tompkins, sitting in Nyack, on the 
same date. It was Justice Morscuauser 
who granted Mrs. Stillman the record 
alimony of $90,000 a year and who pre- 
sided at all court hearings in the tan- 
gled litigation. 

The news of the filing of the .report 
at Carmel, N. Y., the Putnam County 
seat where the suit was begun, not only 
found his lawyers silent, but Mr. Still- 
man as well.’

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SIX DEAD, MANY HURT 
AS PLANES SWEEP 
UPTOWN APARTMENT 


Firemen and Spectators Help to 


Carry Out Twenty-four 
Trapped Families. 


BABY HURLED FROM WINDOW 


Woman Jumps From Fire Es- 
cape to Street—Five Am- 
bulances Caled. 


Flames burst through windows on the 
first. floor of.an apartment house at\241 
West 109th’ Street just after. 1 o’clock 
this morning and spread so rapidly 
through the five upper stories that most 
of the twenty-four sleeping families were 
cut off from escape. By the time the 
first engines came clattering into the 
block ‘bétween Broadway and Amster- 
dam Avenue it seemed that all within 
must perish, but policemen, firemen and 
volunteers, risking their own lives, in- 
vaded floor after floor, Jumping through 
windows from the fire escapes ini the 
teeth of the flames, flinging themsélves 
into others from -scaling ladders under 
the protection of water screens. and 
carrying out mén, women ‘and children, 
many of them unconscjous. 

When the fire had been. in progress: 
for forty minutes it was feared that 
there still were; some tenants on. upper 
floors w mot been: reaghed. 
that 2a Man, ‘persons had been itt 
to Knickerbocker Hospital, five suffer- 
ing from smoke! and burns and:two from 
e last mértioned « wo- 
man who fought off wouli-be rescuers 
and leaped to the streét, the other a 
baby: thrown down by a frantic mother. 
Five of thosé carried from: the building 
were’ dead... One of thé injured diéd 
shortly after reaching the hospital. 
Others, it was said there, were in bad 
shape and probably could not live. 

Manager Climbs to Roof, 


Other injured hed been ¢arried . down 
ladders and were lying on the sidewalk 
near the burning building while surgeons 
applied first aid, prior to rushing’ them 
to, St. Luke’s and Knickerbocker. Hos- 
pitais.* A half-dozen ambulances, two 
patrol wagons and automobiles volun- 
teered by their owners were used. to 
transport the injured. 

Robert Mainzer, an honorary chief of 
the Fire Department, who was among 
the early’ arrivals, climbed down from 
the roof while flames still were seething 
in the top three stories to say that he 
feared some tenants on those floors 
must have died and that it would be 
some time before they could be searched. 
for. Grimed and blackened. firemen again 
and again tried to battle their way into 
rooms that had become cauldrons of 
flames on those upper floors, but each 
time they were driven back and forced 
to renew the fight at a distance. 

Policeman Karl of the West 100th 
Street Station’ discovéred the fire, 
dasFed to the nearest alarm box, and 
then went on a dead run. for the build- 
ing, pausing now and then fora second 
to send the “ fire rap’ with his club. 
Before policemen on adjoining posts who 
heard that signal could join Karl, Joseph, 
Murphy, a Federal narcotic agent, ran 
to his dssistance. The two men tried 
to plunge through the main doorway, 
but the flames licked straight out at 
them and they weré forced to withdraw. 
Then Murphy -boosted Karl until the ‘po- 
liceman was able to grasp the dangling 
end- of the fire estape ladder ‘and: hoist 
hirhself up. By then persons were run- 
ning from, near-by apartment houses, 
and: some one in the gathering. crowd 
lifted Murphy until he, too, was able to 
scramble up the ladder. 


Woman Jumps From Window.

CONSTANTINGPLE, Sept. 29 (Asso- 
elated Press). A formidable fighting 
fofce in floating fortresses and power- 
ful bombing and combat aircraft, to- 
gether possessed of greater destructive 


‘power than the British Grand Fleet at 


Scapa Flow, now guards the great in- 
ternational waterway of the Near. East 
from the Narrows to the Black Sea. 
Britain’s gigantic armada in these 
waters is led by the two 34,000-ton 


‘super-dreadnoughts Revenge and Reso- 


lution. Then come the three véritable 
giantéesses of naval prowess, the battle- 
ships Centurion, King George ahd Iron 
Duke.

PAR FOR CANADIAN EXCHANGE. 

The past week's return of the Cana- 
dian dollar to parity of exchange with 
the United States dollar with its rise to 
an actual premium yesterday, after 
baving at one time since the war been 
at 19% cents discouyt, is not the less 
interesting an event from the fact that 
the depreciation had been so much of 
a mystery to the general public. The 
two currencies had not exchanged at 
an ‘even valuation since 1916. In 


‘December, 1920, a Canadian paper 


dollar was good for only 80% cents on 
the New York market; eved at the 
beginning of 1922 it brought only 938% 
cents. 

The Canadians, aware that their 
Government had not engaged in any 
such firredeemabte paper currency ex- 
periments as those of the European 
belligerents, were alternately per- 
plexed ‘and resentful over this heavy 
discount on their currency in the mar- 
kets of a neighbor country. Under 
such circumstances, to have one’s 
dollar bill good for 100 cents on the 
northern side of the river and for only 
90 or 80 on the opposite shore was 
something all but incredible. 

What had really happened was that 
Canada became automatically involved 
with the depreciation of. the British 
pound sterling om the international 
exchange market. Before the war, 
Canada had usually imported from the 
United States each year two or three 
times as much merchandise, meagured 
by value, as she exported to us, but 
her expotts. to England far exceeded 
her imports from that country. The 
difference in the American exchange 
was at that time mostly adjusted 
through drawing om her London 
credits and remitting to New York: 
‘The same relative position in regard 
to balance of trade with the United 
States and England existed during and 
after the war. On the whole, the 
actual trade position was more favor- 
able to Caneda than it had been in 
the years before 1914. But the ad- 

verse balance. in trade with the United 
States could mot be adjusted in the

. RESRONSIBILITY AT SMYRNA. |~ 

MustarHa Kemar, if a man of 
sense, could not have wished to de- 
stroy Smyrna, \ It was a rich and 
valuable city, and it was in plain sight 
of all Europe, where misbehavior 
could be seen by everybody. There is 
evidence that the Turkish high com- 
mand tried to prevent excesses; also 
evidence that it failed, Mr, Mark 
PRENTIes in his dispatches to Te 
TIMES. has reiterated that the respon- 
sibility was. divided. Bombs were 
thrown by. Greeks and Armenians 
when’‘the Turks entered thé town, and 
the Turkish troops had already been 
excited by the devastation of the back 
country by the retreating Greek army. 
The result was, according to corre- 
spondents on the spot, that ‘several 
hundred persons had been Killed, and 
the Christian quarters had heen .pretty 
thoroughly» sacked,’ before the fire 
started, 

Theré seems to be no doubt that it 
started in the Christian quarter, and 
dispatches have reported the eye- 
witness testimony of a number of 
Americans whose judgment, integrity 
and impartiality are well known, that 
Turkish soldiers: and officers were 
seen setting fire to buildings. Kemav 
could not control his troops. Not the 
prudent intention of the commandera:, 
but the ungovernable passion of the 
army was the degisive factor, . the 
proof that the Turk is still the Turk. 

The French Foreign ‘Office, how- 
ever, has issued an official report that 
the Turks did not set fire to buildings, 
and that there is no evidence that the 
Turks were in any way. reéponsible 
for the damage. This ought to be read 
with interest in Berlin. It is a con- 
clusion which*could have been reached 
only by preferring the testimony of 
members of an invading army to that 
of local civilians and neutrals, and by 
holding that the excuse “Man hat 
geschossen" covers all imaginable 
gins. If those doctrines were to ‘be 
generally accepted, much of the 
French claim for damages against 
Germany would have to be thrown out 
ef court. 


THE RAILWAY EMBARGOES. 

Secretary MaLtow is quoted as say- 
ing that the moving of the crops is a 
question of transportation rather than 
finance, There are more substitutes 
for credit than for railway facilities. 
Cars, tracks, engines, terminals and 
the many sorta: of railway necessities 
cannot be extemporized. Motor and 
canal transport will caré for a small 
portion of the railway overflow, but 
the remaining deficiency will be the 
country's penalty for allowing the 
railways to be badly-regulated. When 
there is more railway business. than, 
canbe done it is obvious that the 
country suffers more than the frail- 
ways, though their best profits are not 
made. under conditions which cause 
congéstion and embargoes. Costs rise 
rapidly with blockades arising from 
floods of business. 

Consider the conditions reflected: in 
the report for eight months ended 
with August of the country’s most 
representative. system—the  Pennsyl- 
vania. It earned net a deficit of $77,- 
987,989 in 1920, and a-net profit of 
$56,820,846 this year. This difference 
was realized of a decrease Of gross 
business of six eniitone. Railways in 
general are’ \showing decreases in 
gross business and increases in net, 
the profits coming chiefly from reduc- 
tien of wages and increased efficiency.

ART AND INDUSTRY, 

In undertaking to create a new cen- 
tre for studios and exhibitions, the 
artista, of America show a laudable 
dete?mination to be no longer horn- 
swoggled, “They have been ejected 
from Greenwich: Village, they say; by 
‘the rapacity of the very landlords 
whose fortunes they created, No baser 
ingratitude. was ever inflicted upon 
the layer of a golden-egg.. Then there 
ig the matter of their share in the 
Musital Villege proposed by the City 
Chamberlain and sponsored by Mayor 
Hruan. It was té serve as Angel for 
the arts, one and.all; but the vox 
angelica in the municipal organ has 
been muted these many. moriths. Sus- 
picions deep and painful arise that the 
promise was from the start only ae 
means of reconciling artist politicians 
to the Mayor's great project of placing |» 
his Memorial Arch and swimming pool 
in the heart of Central Park. Bereft 
by the Village landlord, our artists 
have nothing unless they themselves 
take in hand suitable provision for 
the practice of their craft and for the 
future of American art. 

That is what the League of Amer- 
fgan, Artists proposes. Studios are to 
be built and rented co-operatively. 
Any income that results from the fore- 
gathering of many talerits will accrue 
to themselves. The central feature of 
the community is to be galleries ade- 
quate to the display of all that is new, 
including all that is beautiful, in 
American art, Presumably those ex- 
uberant by-products of the art im- 
pulae which caused Greenwich Vil- 
lage to be known, and overpopulated, 
as the Coney Island of the soul, will 
not .be encouraged. Our artists. are 
hastening to be Karly English before 
it ig too late. ‘‘ The spirit,’ says the 
President of the Society of Indepen- 
dent Artists, “is that of the early 
artists’ guilds.’’ The League officially 
describes itself as ‘* the first practical 
** business society of artists since the 
** guilds of antiquity." There is noth- 
ing in all this of vainglory, no flam- 
boyant promise of a new era in srt, 
not even of\a new school. The pro- 
posed centre and its galleries are to be 
open ‘to all who comé in the spirit of 
sober craftsmanship and industry. The 
purpose is not that of ** developing art 
production,” but only of ' molding 
** conditions. under which great art 
“* can be. produced.” 

The primary condition of great art 
is, of course, that the artist shall have 
common sense. That and the condi- 
tions of honest craftsmanship being 
granted, the portals of hope swing 
wide, Landlords may lament the pass- 
ing of their golden goose, but art and 
the community are clear gainers.

HORIZON AND MASTERY. 

President Fauncsg, in his address at 
the opening of the new year at Brown 
University, suggested the twé main 
objects of a ‘callege education as 
** horizon '' and ‘* mastery."’. To be 
stre, one can acquire both of these 
without going to college, and, unhap- 
pily, many go to college without ac- 
quiring either. A college is an insti- 
tution in which young men have the 
opportunity to receive the tuition of 
those who have reached the’ horizon 
of the known at one or more of its 
sectors, and have learned by what 
methods and discipline the mind may 
come into mastery of truth. The col- 
lege ig or should be’ an_ institution 
enabling the student to acquire in a 
shorter time his heritage and so giv- 
ing him a longer time in which to 
enjoy it and to add to it. 

One thinks of America as a land of 
large horizons, but as a matter of 
fact it is easy, as President Faunce 
says, “to live a small life in a large 
country *'—easler than in a small 
ecuntry where other civiligations with 
their literatures are so neighborly 
that even their languages must be 
learned and their affairg considered. 
In this-wide country most people have 
horizons that pie within, and gener- 
ally well within, their national boun- 
daries, Eiven most of those who tnter 
college have lived in their own back 
yard and have seldom looked over the 
fence. Some boast of this as a su- 
perior type of Americanism, but it ig 
not an Americanism that will ever 
lead the culture, science and art. of 
the: world—or even its trade and 
industry. 

Education fg the process by which 
the individual enters the race mind, 
and then makes his own contribution 
te it, If ‘when such mental opportu- 
nity is presented the entrant “ with- 
draws like a turtle into its shell "— 
the figure is President Faunce’s—and 
adopts an attitude of protected uncon- 
cern, he can hardly expect any mental 
fate but that of ‘the tortoise who 
begged the eagle to teach him to fly. 

It is an easy step which President 
‘Faunce takes from this to our na- 
tional turtle “attitude, withdrawing 
into the shell of a.policy of a hundred

Polish Woman to Study Methods 
Here-——-Bar Five Students. 


Dr. Melanie Lipinska, the noted blind 
Polish physician, arrived yesterday on 





the French liner Chicago to experiment he! 


with methods to aid the blind, or, as 
she described it, with the value of nerve 
sympathy in medicine. 

During the war Dr. Lipineka fasted 
for thirty days in England and for a 
further ten days ‘by drinking a little 
milk daily. She made this trying test 
to demonstrate her theory that the body 
would absorb water from the atmo- 
sphere as well as the water used for 
bathing.

H¥® ex-Kaiser’s explanation of-the 
‘S peasons for America's éntry into 
, ‘the war,,and of the beginnings of 
the “ encirclement ‘of ‘Germany, 
is not the work of a propagandist 
hired for a few. dollars -a ‘week, but_of 
the man who for thirty, years ruled the 
most powerful empire in the- world, and 
who had constantly’ at his disposal an 
almost. unequaled fund -of: information 
on foreign politics. -During that period 
he was personally acquainted with thou- 
sands of.,American statesmen, profes- 
sors, business men—and yet when he in- 
terprets- American foreign policy in the 
last quarter of ‘a century his explana- 
tion rests onthe writings of Roland 'G. 
Usher and John Kenneth Turner. 

The writer is not familar with the 

anonymous Dutch book in which are 
published ‘‘ in tabulated ‘form the agree- 
ments. between. England, France and 
America: in® 1897," It seems, however, 
to have heen based entirely.on Usher's: 
book, : *which the Kaiser apparently kriows 
only at second-hand, via the:contribution 
of the anonymous diplomat.. The latter's 
citation, however, gives a fairly good 
idea of the content of the chapter men- 
tioned. : 
_ This Usher book is naturally an’ old 
story in the arguments of. the Germans. 
Early in’ 1936 they were using: it’ freely, 
both in ‘Berlin and in Néw York. .:A 
local German press agent, who is un- 
derstood to-lay: claim to Hohénzollern 
ancestry, and whose mental processes 
certainly seem .in some ways akin to 
those of the ex-Kaiser, asserted early in 
May of that year that Dr. Usher had 
learned of this -“ gentlemen’s agree- 
ment’ from Charles W. Eliot,-who in 
turn had received his information from 
Theodore Roosevelt. This was “denied 
by Dr, Usher in a letter published: in 
THE New. York Tiwes on May 7, 1915, 
the day on which.the Lusitania was 
sunk ; though he did not give the source 
of his information. He «said “that he 
‘did not know ‘of a present under- 
standing ’*’ between -the Allies and. the 
United States, and that this chapter in 
question was intended to apply only to 
the period between 1897\and 1900. 

The book itself, however, which was 
published in 1913, says that “so long 
as this situation remains - unchanged 
there is little likelihood that the agree- 
ment will be altered.’”. This would seem 
to . justify -Wilhelm_ in the inference 
that it was still in force, if it ever “had 
been, at the outbreak of the’ war; though 
he» admits, in a later chapter, that it 
imposed no binding obligation on -Amer- 
ica to join in the war’against Germany. 

However, it makes little difference how 
long Dr.. Usher thought the agreement 
was to run, or. whether he got his in- 
formation. from Harvard University or 
ithe. ouija beard. “The point.is the read- 
iness of the German Emperor, who had 
as good an opportunity as any man on 
earth to know all that was actually go- 
ing’ on. ir? the field of international af- 
fairs, to accept Usher's’ book as gospel 
truth. es ; 

In. his Comparative Historical Tables, 
published last year, the ex-Kaiser adds 
anothet “gentlemen's agreemént ” con- 
cluded by President Wilson with Eng- 
land. in 1913, promising benevolent neu- 
trality ~and. the supply of arms and 
munitions. in * the coming world war.”
